When Mr. McKinley, now president 
•f these United States, was advocating 
the now famous McKinley tarifl bill 
from the floor of the house of represent¬ 
atives in congress, he produced and read 
a letter from William Barbour, a stock¬ 
holder and director of the Harbour flax 
■pinning company, of Paterson, N. J., 
in which he stated that "the pay roll of 
the two mills, aa recently compared, dif¬ 
fered only about $300, the number of 
bands employed in the Irish mill being 
2,900 against 1,400 in the Jersey mill." 
Why is this? Is it not because the 
single gold standard prevails in Kogland, 
and is it not true that manufacturers ad¬ 
vocate both the single standard and a 
protective tarifl? Ur. McKinley also 
stated that “the Singer sewing machine 
company maintain* a factory in Glas¬ 
gow, Scotland, as well as its works in 
New Jersey. It employs one-third more 
hands in its Hootch establishment, yet 
its pay roll there is only half that of it* 
American works." He further staled 
that the machine manufactured in Scot¬ 
land coats more (eells for mere) than a 
sewing machine in America. Mr. Me- 
Kiuley further slated that "the Boston 
thread and twine company was paying 
three times the average wages paid for 
similar labor throughout Kugluud.” But 
Englaud is under the single gold .-tan- 
durd, and Mr. McKinley and party want 
both a protective lariir and the tingle 
gold standard. lu whose interest?

Tht subject of l>r. Talmagc's sermon

broken pieces of the ship.” 

Never off Goodwin .sands, or the 
Skerries, or C»i** Hat torus, was a ship 
in worse predicament than, iu the Med¬ 
iterranean hurricane, was the grain 
•hip on which STil passengers were 
driven OB the coast of Mulls, live miles 
from the metropolis of that island, 
celled t ilts Vecchia. After a two- 
week*' tempest, wiien the ship was en¬ 
tirely disabled, and captain and crew 
|,nit become completely demoralized, 
an olti missionary took eommand of the 
reuse! Ho was small, crooked- 
bscked and sore-eyed, according 
to tradition. It was Haul, tlie 
null unscared man aboard. He was 
no more afraid of a Kuroclydon tossing 
tiic Mediterranean sea. now up to th,. 
gate* of Heaven and now sinking it to 
tiir gates of hell, thun lie was afraid of 
s kitten playing with a string, lie or¬ 
dered them all down to take their ra¬ 
tion* tirst asking for them a blessing. 
Then he Insured all their lives, telling 
them they would tie rescued, and, ho 
far fr* iu losing their heads, they would 
not lose so much of their hair .".s you 
could cut off with one click of the scis¬ 
sors; nay, not n thread of it. whether 
it were gray with age nr golden with 
youth "There shall not u hair fall 
from the head of any of you." 

Knowing tlint they never can get to 
the desired spot, they make the sen on 
the Utli night black with overthrown 
cargo so that when the sliipstrii.es it 
will not strike so heavily. At day¬ 
break they saw a ereek, and iu their 
exigent v resolve ! to make for it.

his gray heard an l erics out. "Thunk 

• •ml. ail are here!" 

Gather around n lire and call tlie 
roil Haul build* a tire, and when the 
bundle of stick* begin to crackle, and, 
standing and silting around Die lilaxe, 
the passengers begin to recover front 
their chill, and the wet clothes begin 
«> ilrv. and warmth begins to come in¬ 
to all the shivering passengers, let the 
purser of tlie vessel go round and ace 
if any of the |asir creatures are miss¬ 
ing Not one of tlie crowd that were 
plunged into the oca. How It relieve* 
our ui.xiety as we rend: "Some on 
broken pieces of the ship. And so it 
camps to pass that they escaped all 
s»f’ - to land.” 

Ilav.ng on previous occasions looked 
at the • -liter passenger*. I routine my¬ 
self to-day to an examination of those 
w ho i a me in on broken pieces of the 
ship. There is something about them 
Dial excite* in mo an iutcuse interest. 

I am not so much interested in those 
that could s« im. They got ashore as 
1 expected. A mile of water Is not u 
very great undertaking for a strong 
swimmer, or even two mile* are not. 

1 can not atop thinkiug 
those on broken pieces 
the ship. Tlie great Gos- 
l *hip m the finest of the universe. 

1 can carry more passenger* than 


any craft eve* constructed, and yon 
could no mor« wreck it than yon could 
wreck the throne of God Almighty. 1 
w-ish nil the people would come alsiard 
of her. I could not promise a smooth 
voyage, for ofttime* it will be tem¬ 
pestuous or a chopped sea. but I could 
promise safe arrival for all who took 
passage on that Great Haste rn, so 
called by me because it* t oiomander 
came out of the east, the star of the 
east a badge of His authority. 

Hut a vast multitude do not take 
regular passage. There theology is 
broken in pieces, and their life is broken 
in pieces, and their habits are broken 
III pieces, and their worldly und spirit¬ 
ual prospects are broken in pieces, and 
yet I lielievc they are going to reach 
the shining .shore, and 1 in encour¬ 
age.! by Die experience of those people 
who ate spoken of in *he text: "Home 
on broken pieces of the ship." 

• hie object of this sermon is to en¬ 
courage all tiio.se who eaii not take tlie 
whole system of religion as we believe 
it, but who really Iielieve something, 
to come ashore on that one plank. 

I do not underrate Die value of a 
great theological system, but where in 
all the Kiltie is there anything that 
says: Helicve in John Calvin and thou 
shall lie saved'.’ or. iielieve iu Arminu* 
and thou shall be saved? or, believe iu 
*y nod of Ikirt and thou shall be saved? 
or. believe in the Thirty-nine Articles 
mid thou shall tie saved? A man may 
t>e orthodox and go to hell, or hetero¬ 
dox ami go to Heaven. The man who 
iu the deep affection of his heart ac¬ 
cepts Christ is saved.and the man who 
doe* nut accept him is lost. 

I Isilieve iu the Heidelberg and West¬ 
minster* ateehisms, and I wish you all 
did; but you may believe iu nothing 
they contain except Die one idea, that 
Christ cam,- to save sinners, mid Dial 
von are one of them, and you are in¬ 
stantly rescued. If you can come iu 
on Die grand old ship 1 would 
rather have yon get aboard, but if you 
can only timi a piece of wood as long 
as the human body, or a piece as wide 
as Die outspread hiiiituu arms, and 
either of them is a piece of the cross, 
come in on that piece. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of people arc to day kept out of 
tlie Kingdom of i.od ticcuu.se tiiey can 
not believe everything. 

I ant talking with a man thought'll! 
about liis soul w ho lias lately traveled 
through New Ktiglund and passed the 
night at Andover, lie says to me "I 
can not ls-lieve Dial m tin* life Die 
destiny is irrevocably fixed: I think 
there will is* another opportunity of 
repentance after dentil." I suv to him: 
"My brother, what lias that to do with 
you? don't you realize that the tnun 
win* waits for another eliuuec after 
•leafIt. when he bus a good chance be¬ 
fore death, is a stark fool? Dad not 
you better take the plnnk that is 
thrown to you now and head for shore, 
rather than wait fora plank that may 
by invisible hands lie thrown to you 
after you urc dead ' Do as you please, 
hilt as for myself, with pardon for all 
toy sins offered me now, ami all the 
joys of lime and eternity offered iiic 
now. I instantly lake Diem, rather 
than run the risk « f such other chance 
as wise iiu'ii think they can |>cel off nr 
twist out of a Scripture passage that 
lias for all the i liristian centuries been 
interpreted another way," You say, 

• I do not like Hriucetun theology, or 
New Haven theology, or Andover the¬ 
ology." I do not nsk yon on board 
either of these great inrii-of-war, their 
portholes tilled w itli the great siege- 
guns of eeelesiasticul battle. Hut I do 
ask you to take the one plank of the 
Gospel that you do bulieve in. and 
strike out for the |icurl-*triiiig leach 
of Heaven. 

Says some other man: "I would at¬ 
tend to religion if I was ipiite sura 
about the doctrine of election and free 
agency, but that mixes me all up." 
Those things used to bother me, I tit I 
have no more perplexity about them; 
for I say to myself: "If I love Christ 
and live a good, honest, useful life. I 
am elected to be saved; and if I do not 
I love < hrixt. and live a bad life. I .v|L 
Im* damned, and all the theological 
seminaries of the universe can not 
I make it any different " I floundered 
| along while ill Die sea of sin imd 
doubt, and it was a* rough ns the 
Mediterranean on the fourteenth night 
when they threw the grain overboard, 
tint I saw there was mercy for a siu- 
tier, and that plnnk I took, and I 
have been warming myself by fie 
bright tire on the shore ever since. . 

While I am talking to another man 
if,Hint his soul lie tells me: "I do net 
become u Christian because I do not 
Hcve then* is any hell at all." A‘i! 
don't yon? Ho all the people of nil >•*.*• 
liefs ami no belief ut all. of good mor¬ 
als and had morals, go straight tu * 
happy Heaven? Ho the holy and Dio 
debauched have the same destination? 
At midnight, in a hallway, the owner 
of a house and harglar meet; they 
bolli lire, and both are wounded, but 
the burglar dies in five minutes ami 
Die owner of the house lives a week 
after, will the burglar be a: 
the gate of Heaven, wailing, when Du- 
house owner cone* in? Will the de¬ 
bauchee and libertine go right in 
among the families of Heaven? 1 won¬ 
der if lie rod is playing on the hank* of 
the river of life with the children lie 
massacred.* 1 wonder If Charles t»ol* 

teau ami John Wilke* booth arc up 
there shooting at s mark? 1 do not 
now controvert it. although 1 must say 
that for sueh s miserable Heaven 1 
have no admiration. Hut the Hlble 
does not say: "Believe in perdition and 
be saved." because all are saved, ac¬ 
cording toyour theory,that ought not to 
keep you from Irving and serving 


Christ Ho not refuse U* coma ashore 
because all the others.according toyoo * 
theory, are going to get ashore. You 
may have a different theory about 
chemistry, about astronomy, about 
the atmosphere, from that which 
others adopt, but you arr not. there¬ 
fore. hindered from action. Because 
your theory of light is different from 
others, do not refuse to open your 
eye*, because your theory of air is 
different you do not refuse to breathe. 
Because vour theory about the stellar 
system is different, you do not refuse 
to acknowledge .lie north star. \\ hv 
should the fact that your theological 
theories are different hinder you from 
acting upon what you know? If you 
have not a whole ship fastened in the 
theological drydocks to bring you to 
wharfage, you have at least a plank. 
"Nome on broken piece* of the ship." 

"Hut I don't !M*lievc iu revivals!" 
Then go to your room. t4iil all alone, 
w iD* your door locked, give your heart 
to God, and join some church when* 
the thermometer never gets higher 
that. .*>0 in Die shade. 

’'Hut I do not iielieve in baptism!" 
Come in without it a* I settle that 
matter afterward. "|ln. then* *are so 
many inconsistent Christians!" Then 
come in and show them by a good ex¬ 
ample how professors should act 
"Hut I don’t Iielieve in the Old Testa 
meutl" ’I lien come in on the New. 
"Hut I dot! t like Die Hook of Homans." 
Then conic m on Matthew or 
l.uke. Refusing to come to Christ 
w hom you admit to tie the Saviour of 
tlie lost, because you can not admit 
other tilings, you are like a m in out 
then* in tiiat Mediterranean tempest, 
and tossed In the Melita breakers, re¬ 
fusing to come ashore until In* cut: 
mend the pieces of the broken ship • 
hear him say: "I wont go in on ant 
of these planks until I know in what 
part of tin* ship they tM'Iong. When 
can I get the windlass ill the right 
place, and the sails set. ami that keel- , 
pieoo where it tsdniig*. und t lint 
lloor timber right. and these 
ropes untangled, I will go ashore. 

I inn an old siiior. and I know nil 
about *tii|*s for to year* and as soon u* I 
can get the vessel alloat ill good shajH* 

I will come iu " A man drifting by on 
a piece of wood overhear* him and 
sat*: "Yon will drown before you get 
that ship reeiinstructed better do as 
I am doing. I know mulling a Unit 
ship*, and never saw nne tiefnrr I ratio- 
on l urd this, and i can not swim a 
stroke, but I am going ashore on this 
shivered timber."

The boat cap¬ 
sized again, and three times upset and 
was righted, and a line was thrown 
the poor fellows, but their hands were 
frozen so they could not graap it, and 
a great wave roiled over them, and 
they went down, never to rise again 
till the sea gives op its dead. 

Appreciate that heroism and self- 
sacrifice of the brave fellow* all who 
can, and can not apprerlate the Christ 
who put out into a more biting cold 
aud into a more overwhelming surge, 
to bring u» out of infinite peril into 
everlasting safety? The wave of hu¬ 
man hate rolled over Him from one 
side slid the wave of hellish fury roll¬ 
ed over Him on the other side. (Hi, 
the thickness of the night and lhe 
thunder of the tempest into which 
Christ plunged for our rescue. 

Come in on one narrow beam of Dio 
cross, l-et all else go and cling to that ; 
put that under you. aud with the earn¬ 
estness of a swimmer struggling for 
Ids life, put out for shore. There is a 
great warm Hro of welcome already 
built, uud already many, win* wore as 
far out as you are. are standing in its 
genial und heavenly glow. Tho 
angels of God's rescue ure wad¬ 
ing out into the surf to clutch 
your hand, and they know how 
exhausted you are. and all the re¬ 
deemed prodigal* of Heaven are on tin* 
l**a*'h with new white rolics to clothe

• if Do* ship 

Mx -iinpathtv* are for such nil the 
ii " i* because I was naturally skepti¬ 
cal, disposed to <|iiestion everything 
atsmt tins life and Die next, and was 
m danger of being further out to sea 
than any of the in Die Mediterran¬ 
ean breakers, and I w as soiuetim *s tlie 
annoyance of mv theological processor 
because I asked so many question*. 
Hut I came in on n plnnk I knew 
i lirist was the saviour of sinners, and 
that I was a sinner, and I got ashore, 
and I do not pi*o|msc to go out on that 
sen again. I have not for Mil minutes 
d sen*.soil the controverted points of 
theology in in )i*ur», and during Dm 
rest of my life I do not propose to dis¬ 
cuss them for i'i second*. 

1 would rather, in u mild scow, trv 
to weather the worst cyclone that ever 
swept up from the Farribbcun Di.itt 
risk m\ immortal soul in uncles* and 
perilous discussions in which some of 
my brethren iu the ministry are in¬ 
dulging. ‘1 hey remind me of a coin- 
panv of sailors standing on tiio 
Huitixgale pier head, from 
which ill** lifelnials are usu¬ 
ally lnouehcJ, and eisilly dis¬ 
cussing the different style of oar-locks 
nud how deep a boat ought to set iu 
tlie water while a hurricane is in full 
blast and there are three steamer* 
crowded with passengers going to 
pieces in the oiling. An old tar, Dio 
miiscSes of his face working with ner¬ 
vous excitement, cries out: "I his is 
no time to discuss such Dungs! 
Man the life-boat! Who will vol¬ 
unteer.• Out with her into tho 
surf!
